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There have been 32 weeks of school in Dist. No. 6. Spring 
term taught by Mrs. Gracie Collins. Fall and winter terms 
taught by Miss Edna Tyler. The work has been done as 
satistactory as possible in an ungraded school. 

In Dist. No. 5, there have been 31 weeks. Spring and fall 
terms taught by Miss Belinda Batchelder, a faithful, conscien- 
tious teacher, but labored under the disadvantage of the larger 
scholars resisting good discipline. 

The winter term was in charge of Miss Millie Foster, a first 
class teacher in every respect. She experienced some trouble 
at first in the disorderly conduct of the older scholars, but 
with the assistance of your chairman, soon got them under 
good subjection, and the result was a profitable term for all. 

Through the effort of Miss Tyler, in Dist. No. 6, $1.50 was 
raised by an entertainment for Lafayette monument fund.
